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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Applicants' preliminary amendments under 37 CFR 1.115 filed May 22, 
2006 and June 5, 2006 are acknowledged. Claims 1-22 are deleted. Claims 23-44 
are added. Now, Claims 23-44 are pending. 

2. Applicants should notice that in Claim 29, formula (II) is inconsistent with 
the term "carbonyl radicals" recited in line 2 of the instant claim. For the purpose 
of the election/restriction below, the foregoing term is interpreted as the carbonyl 
radical set forth in the specification, pending rectification. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 
121: 

I. Claims 23-39, drawn to a method for producing organosilicon 
compounds, classified in class 528, subclass 24. 

II. Claim 40, drawn to a treated surface, classified in class 428, subclass 

405. 

III. Claim 41 , drawn to a cosmetic formulation, classified in class 524, 
subclass 588. 
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IV. Claim 42, drawn to a surface-active agent, classified in class 556, 
subclass 400+. 

V. Claim 43, drawn to a reactive intermediate, classified in class 556, 
subclass 400+. 

VI. Claim 44, drawn to a polymerization process, classified in class 526, 
subclass 2 17+. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

4. Inventions of Group I, Group II, Group III, Group IV, Group V and Group 
VI are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are not 
disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, 
different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the 
instant case, Group I is directed to a method for producing organosilicon 
compounds and Groups II-VI are directed to a treated surface, a cosmetic 
formulation, a surface-active agent, a reactive-intermediate and a polymerization 
process, respectively. 

5. Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
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above and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction 
were not required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching 
different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different 
search queries);

8. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: a) organosilicon compounds represented by formulae (F) and (IIF) set 
forth in Claims 26 and 29, b) organosilicon compounds represented by formulae 
(I") and (IIF') set forth in Claims 27 and 30 and organosilicon compounds 
represented by formulae (F") and (IIF") set forth in Claims 28-31. The species are 
independent or distinct because claims to the different species recite the mutually 
exclusive characteristics of such species. In addition, these species are not obvious 
variants of each other based on the current record. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species 
for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic 
claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, Claims 23-25 are generic. 
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There is an examination and search burden for these patentably distinct 
species due to their mutually exclusive characteristics. The species require a 
different field of search (e.g., searching different classes/subclasses or electronic 
resources, or employing different search queries); and/or the prior art applicable to 
one species would not likely be applicable to another species; and/or the species 
are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 and/or 35 
U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete 
must include (i) an election of a species to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An 
argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered 
nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

The election of the species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply 
does not distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the election of 
species requirement, the election shall be treated as an election without traverse.
